Attempts of wets and drys to in- 
fluence the American Medical associa- 
tion, which opens its seventy-eighth an- 
nual convention here today, in its 
stand on the liquor question were 
equally denounced yesteday in a state- 
ment by Charles Capehart, president 
and director of the Association Against 
Impure Liquor, composed largely of 
members of the great medical body. 

A few days ago, William H. Stayton, 
national chairman of the Association 
Against the Prohibition Amendment, 
wrote a letter to the surgeon general. 
in which he charged Wayne B. Wheeler. 
reneral counsel of the Antisaloon 
league. with trying to “stack” the con- 
vention of the American Medical asso- 
tion and the convention of health of- 
ficials, also held here at this time, with 
physicians who were “right” on the 
question of liquor. 

Stayton quoted a letter purported: to 
have been written by Wheeler to all 
State superintendents of the league, 


. asking them to have,as many physi-

cians as possible who were “right” at- 
tend the nation-wide health conven- 
tion, and otherwise to try to persuade 
physicians to use their influence at the 
convention of the medical body to stem 
the flow of wet propaganda, which it 
was fearci would emanate from the 
sessions. 
Stayten Deplores Interference. 

Stayton deplored the interfernece of 
thee Anticaloon league with the busi- 
ness of purely scientific organiza- 
tion. H's ‘or indicated that Wheeler 
had been unusually active in trying 
+> control. through the league’s influ- 
cence and contaeter-the attitude of the 
medical and health associations on the 
liquor question. 

The reply of Mr. Capehart yesterday 
holds both the forces of the league 


and the forces of the opponents of the | 


league in the same light. The Associ- 
ation Against Impure Liquor, it was 
pointed. gut, has two major objectives. 
Both of these objectives are in the @s- 
sential an attempt by physicians to 
assert the rights of medicine against 
the encronchment of politics. The 
first is to. insure pure liquor, undoc- 
tored and undrugged. The second is 
to remove from medical practice the 
labyrinth of red tape processes which 
bind physicians: in the dispensation 
of liquor. 

The statement of Mr. 
reads in part as follows: 

“Neither the wets nor drys should 
undertake to capitalize the influence 
of the great American Medical associ- 
ation for political gain.” 


Capehart 


Deplorable, Says Head. 


“The American * Medical association 
is recognized and established as a non- 
political, non-sectarian, medical body, 
devoted purely to ethical and scientific 
standards of the highest order. 

“It is therefore deplorable that the 
professional prohibitionist and the pro- 


fessional antiprohibitionist ‘should seek | 


to use the convention of the associa- 
tion at Washington this week, or that 
of the public health officials of the 
United States, as a vehicle for partisan- 
ship or prejudice. 

“The Association Against Impure 
Liquor is neither wet nor dry. It was 
formed in the interest of public health 
and public welfare. It is a nonpar- 
tisanm movement to. safeguard the 
the druggist, the patient 
particularly, and the public generally, 
from impure, drugged, doctored, illegal, 
bootlegged liquor. 

“The association is not concerned 
with any movement for or against the 
repeal of laws relating to liquor. Its 
purpose is to insure purity in liquors 
administered to the sick. We have 
more than one hundred distinguished 
physicians, representative of practical- 
ly every State, among the members of 
our advisory board.” 

Mr. Capehart quoted from the recent 
statement of Dr.’ Charles Norris, chief 
medical examiner of New York city, 
chairman of the board of the associa- 


tion, concerning the appalling number 


of poisonings resulting from the con- 


sumption of “cut” and denatured alco- 


hol by the public. It was the result 
of investigations, revealing the deplor- 
able conditions which exist, he said, 
that the association was formed, with 
a view to remedy. . 
Approximately 4,000 physicians, rep- 
resenting the entire United States, had 
arrived up to last night for the con-

$60,000 in Gems Stolen 


From Store on G Street 


Thieves Bore Through Wall of Adjoining Building to 
Force Entrance to.Shop Safe—Blankets Used 
to Deaden Noise—Discovered Last Night. 


More than 100 pieces of jewelry, 
valued at approximately $60,000, were 
looted from the safe in the antique 
store of Adam F. Arnold, 1323 G street 
northwest. The robbery was discovered 
last night shortly before 7 o’clock by 
Mr. Arnold. 

The safe, 7 feet high and weighing 
several thousand pounds, contained all 
the rare and expensive jewelry owned 
by the firm. The thieves chiseled the 
knob and dial from the safe, forced 
down the tumblers and removed its 
contents. 

The robbers chiseled through a wall 
dividing the store from an adjoining 
office building, 1321 G street. A large 
hole cut through plaster, wood and 
huge plates of tin was made to effect 
entrance. Near the hole were large 
blankets used by the robbers in dead- 
ening the noise made during the forced 
entrance. 


Mr. Arnold.went to the store last 
night and discovered the robbery. Jew- 
elry and antiques, empty boxes, papers 
and books were strewn over the floor in 
the rear of the shop. 

That the thieves were experts in the 
chosing of gems was shown by the jew- 
elry’ left in their wake. The loss in- 
cluded rings, bracelets, brooches, tie 
pins, and watches and old gold. 

One of the gems lost was a turban 
pin, with a large ruby setting. Thrce 
bracelets, valued at more than $3,000 
each, and two rings, valued at $2,000 
were also taken. 

Mr. Arnold said some of the jewelry 
was insured for $40,000. Detective 
Patrick O’Brien, of the central office, 
and police of the First precinct are in- 
vestigating. 

The thieves left no clews in their 
wake. Mr.. Arnold has not completed 
the list of stolen gems,

Manila, May 15 (By A. P.).—Immedl- 
ate confinement in an asylum of Flor 
Intrencherado, insane self-proclaimed 
“emperor of the Philippines,” was or- 
dered today by Gen, Nathorst, com- 
mander of the Philippine constabulary.

Baton Rouge, La., May 15 (By A. P.). 
A radiogram from Maj. John C. 
Gotwals, army engineer in charge of 
the operation of rescue boats, to reliet 
headquarters here today indicated that 
all of the refugees marooned on 
crumbling Big Bend levees at Bayou 
des Glaises had been rescued. 

One thousand persons, including a 
few women, were evacuated from the 
levee between Moreauville and Klein- 
wood, and 300 were taken from em- 
bankments near Red Fish, Maj. 
Gotwals’ message said. Their position 
had been persistently previously re- 
ported as extremely perilous. 

His advices also said 1,500 head of 
live stock had been taken aboard barges 
from the Moreauville-Kleinwood dykes. 

The rescue craft tonight were con- 
centrating on evacuating approximately 
1,000 persons in the inundated sectiéns 
of lower Avoyelles and St. Landry 
parishes. Surf boats were combing the 
region for marooned victims and they 
were effecting rapid evacuation of the 
500 residents of Pautsville and the 
same number at Gaudeau. 

A scattered number throughout the 
section are expected to remain in the 
upper stories of their homes and their 
evacuation is expected to be com- 
pleted tomorrow, Maj. Gotwals said. 


500 Square Miles Flooded. 


Army engineers estimated that 500 
square miles were inundated tonight 
by the Bayou des Glaises breaks. The 
flood water moved 20 miles south last 
night and today, they said. As ft 
spreads, its progress, however, will be 
considerably slower. In the concen- 
tration of craft to rescue the marooned 
victims on the levees there were 7 large 
boats, 7 coast guard cutters and 30 
motorized surfboats. 

The surfboats, manned by experi- 
enced lifesavers of the United States 
coast guard, were passing through the 
torrential currents behind the crev- 
asses as soon as the whirlpool eddies.

Will Use Language That 
Chamberlain Must 
Heed, He Says. 


PROMISES HE WILL 
SOON OCCUPY PEKING 


U. S. Destroyer Pillsbury Is 
Fired On; Mme. Sun Held 
Virtual Prisoner. 


Shanghai, May 15 (By A. P.).—A wire- 
less despatch from Hankow states that 
the nationalist government claims that 
Feng Yu-Hsiang, the so-called Christian 
general allied with the Hankow na- 
tionalists, has captured Honanfu, 110 
miles west of Kaifang. 

(lf the reported capture of Honanfu 
is true, it looms as an important victory 
for the Hankow nationalists. Wu Pei-Fu. 
northern marshal and long prominent 
in Chinese affairs, has had his chiet 
base near Honanfu. He has been in 
retirement for some time, but recent 
military activity on his part has been 
reported. 

Marshal Wu and Gen. Feng have 
long been rivals for power in northern 
China and each for a time was virtually 
the power that dictated the affairs of 
the Pekin government.) 


Chen Warns Britain. 


Eugene Chen, minister of foreign af- 
fairs for the Hankow nationalists, took 
occasion, in an interview with Reuter’s 
correspondent at Hankow, to warn 
Great Britain that the country would 
suffer deep and lasting injury if she 
flirted with the nationalist regime 
founded by Gen. Chiang Kai Chek. Chen 
was referring to the statement made in 
the house of commons on May 9 by Sir 
Austen Chamberlain, British foreign 
secretary. in which he described the 
split in the ranks of the nationalists. 
Chen said: 

“Before three months have passed 
we shall conquer our way to Peking, 
where, in the name of nationalist 
China and of the Kuomintang, I will 
speak language which Chamberlain will 
be unable to ignore. 

“His reference to my government was 
ludicrous and deeply tragic in its ig- 
Aorance,.” 

Chen here gave his warning to the 
Sritish foreign minister, saying: 

“England will suffer deep and lasting 
injury if. she flirts with Chiang Kai 
shek. who won't last out the summer.” 

Chen admitted that the nationalist 
and British policies expressed in the 
Hankow agreement had not been fol- 
lowed up and that the series of re- 
grettable events referred to by Chan}- 
berlain had in fact occurred. He. 
however, attributed these incidents to 


the presence of the British defense 
porce in Shanghai.

Explosion, Then Sound of Backfiring, Noticed by New- 
foundland Mill Men—Thought Their Own 
Boiler Had Burst. 


St. Johns, Newfoundland, May 15 (By 
A. P.). — Reports received here today 
that an airplane with a badly running 
motor passed over Ocean Pond, last 
Monday, strengthened the belief that 
Capts. Charles Nungesser and Francois 
Coli, missing French transatlantic 
fliers, reached Newfoundland on their 
attempted Paris-to-New York flight. 

Ocean Pond is approximately 25 
miles southwest of Harbor Grace, where 
three persons reported sighting and 
several reported hearing.an airplane on 
that date. It is 4 miles south of Whit- 
bourne, where another person yesterday 
reported that he heard an airplane mo- 
tor, and an explosion in the air, last 
Monday morning. 

A course projected from Harbor Grace 
and Ocean Pond would reach the open 
sea within 50 miles. 

The latest report of what may have 
been the White Bird, piloted by 
Nungesser, was contained in a message 
received by Inspector General Hutch- 


ings, of the New Foundland constabu- 
lary. from Sergt. Dwyer, stationed at 
Bay Roberts, at the head of Conception 
bay. 

The message to the inspector general 
said: 

“This morning I proceeded to River- 
head and interviewed William Parsons. 
who sent us word last night that he 
had heard the airplane on .Monday. 
Parsons operates a saw mill at Ocean 
Pond, 4 miles south of Whitebourne. 

“On Monday afternoon about 5 
o’clock. while he and his five workmen 
were in their lodging house having 2 
meal they heard a loud explosion. There- 
upon the fireman exclaimed: ‘The 
boiler has gone.’ They ran out to see 
what had happened but found the 
boiler intact. 

“They then heard & noise above them

Managua, Nicaragua, May 15 (By A. 
P.).—As one of his last acts prior to 
his departure from Nicaragua, Henry 
L. Stimson, President Coolidge’s per- 
sonal representative in the Nicaraguan 
peace negotiations. proceeded today to 
Tipitapi, where under a huge black 
thorn tree, he addressed Gen. Moncada 
and his staff of twoscore generals of 
the liberal forces, assuring them again 
that. the United States was acting in 
the best interests of their country in 
enforcing peace. He had given in the 
Name of the President of the United 
States a solemn pledge that the United 
States would assure absolute and free 
elections in 1928, and that it would 
deal impartially in all its efforts’to aid

After the address, Gen. Moncada and 
his staff proceeded to Managua through 
cheering lines of 1,000 disarmed liberal 
soldiers, the majority cavalry. As they 
neared Managua thousands of specta- 
tors, bedecked in red bandanas and 
shawls and waving red flags, the liberal 
colors, cheered repeatedly, at times al- 
nost blocking the roads.

Michael J. O’Shea, of Worcester, says 
that. he obtained the Coolidge signa- 
ture to a third term petition and still 
has a copy of it. 

The President refuses to discuss the 
matter. 

Mr. Lucier in 1912 was city editor 
of the Northampton Herald. Since 
then he has become the owner of seven 
papers in the State, but 15 years ago 
he was, as the city editors on most 
small papers are, also the political re- 
porter. He was in addition an ardent 
Progressive, member of the Northamp- 
ton Progressive committee and press 
agent for that body. 


Calle? on Calvin Coolidge. 


In the course of his duties as a 
newspaperman he called on the then 
candidate f-r the State senate, Calvin 
Coolidge, every day during the 1912 
campaign, he said yesterday. As a 
progressive partisan he did his best to

SOME BELIEVE FEDERAL 


DEVELOPMENT BETTER 


Question of Preserving Beauty 
of Locality Influences 


Answers. fae 


Virtually unanimous in the opinion 
that the Potomac river should be hat- 
nessed to produce cheaper electricity 
for the District and surrounding terri- 
tory, application Friday by a private 
firm for a preliminary permit to utilize 
these facilities brought to light a divi- 
sion of sentiment among representative 
citizens regarding private control of 
the project. 

James G. Yaden, president of the 
Federation of Citizens Associations, last 
night came out definitely in opposition 
to private development of the river’s 
resources, stating his preference for 
government control of the potential 
power, as provided in the Norris bill. 

“If I thought, however, that the gov- 
ernment did not intend to avail itself 
of its opportunity,” he said, “I would 
favor private development without hesi- 
tation.” 

Mr. Yaden indicated his intention 
of presenting the matter at a confer- 
ence of his committee chairmen before 
the next meeting of the federation in 
June. 

Diametrically opposite is the opinion 
of Edwin S. Hege, a member of the 
citizens’ advisory council. . 


Favors Private Enterprise. 


“All things being.equal, I favor pri- 
vate enterprise,” he said last night, 
holding it unwise to discourage private 
initiative. “I would prefer government 
control could private interest not sup- 
ply the product just as cheaply. It 
represents wastage not to utilize the 
resources, if there is sufficient power 
to furnish electricity at a low cost.”’ 
‘+Frank Van Sant, president of the 
West End Citizens association, expressed 
the hop? that the Potomac River Cor- 
poration would carry out its $55,000,000 
power project on the river. 

“From my observance, practically all 
government plants are expensively 
operated,” he said, “while those run by 
business men usually show a profit. 
The government has long had the op- 
portunity to develap the power, and 
has failed to seize it.” 

Dr. George C. Havenner, a member 
of the citizens advisory council, also 
indorsed the Potomac River Corpora- 
tion’s proposal. 

“The power is there,” he said, “and 
it ought to be utilized. Admittedly I 
would rather see the Federal govern- 
ment take over the operation. As there 
doesn’t seem to be any likelihood of 
this occurring, I would favor private 
control.” 


Sees No Injury to Beauty. 


Dr. Havenner is of the belief that a 
Great Falls power plant will not inter- 
fere with the natural beauty of the 
park. With the proper engineering, he 
said, the plant could be kept in harmony 
with its surroundings. 

C. I. Stengle, a former representative 
last night expressed himself unquali- 
fiedly in favor of government control of 
the development, as specified in the 
Norris bill. From the standpoint of 
maintaining the natural beauty of the 
falls, only. the government would be 
willing to go to the expense which 
would make this possible, he said. 
“With the private concern,” he said, 
“the dollar bill is the first and last con- 
sideration.” 

Maj. Clayton E. Emig, delegate to the 
federation from the Dupont Circle Cit- 
izens association, last week said he 
would oppose granting the site to a pri- 
vate concern. It would be unfortunate, 
he was reported as saying, if the re- 
sources of the river were permitted to 
pass to an intermediary, which in turn 
would sell its power to the Potomac 
Electric Power Co. 

Francis R. Weller, civil and hydraulic 
engineer who years ago conducted a sur- 
vey of the power possibilities of Great 
Falls, will address members of the 
West End Citizens association on the 
significance of the new water conduit 
to the District, at a meeting in Cor- 
coran hall, George Washington uni- 
versity, at 8 o’clock. 

Mr. Van Sant, president of the as- 
sociation, last night predicted an ani- 
mated. discussion of the proposal to 
harness Great Falls power, considering 
the relative benefits of private owner- 
ship and government control. 

Mr. Weller, who has immediate 
knowledge of the potential power of 
the falls, will be questioned by the 
members. The meeting will be the last 
of the West End Citizens before their 
summer recess. There will be a meet- 
ing of the Central Citizens association 
at 8 o'clock tonight in the juvenile 
court.

Wife of Local Colored Lawyer 
Freed Through Appeal of 
Henry Ward Beecher. 


CHURCH BOUGHT GIRL 


New York, May 15 (By A. P.).—Mrs. 
James E. Hunt, who in 1860 as “Pinky,” - 
a 7-year-old negro slave girl, was “sold 
for freedom” by Henry Ward Beecher 
in Plymouth church, Brooklyn, again 


took part in the services there today. 

Mrs. Hunt, who is the wife of a negro 
lawyer of Washington, D. C., had not 
revisited the church since the great 
preacher, in a flood of eloquence, raised 
$900 and more to buy her freedom. The 
occasion for her return today was the 
eightieth anniversary of Mr. Beecher’s. 
first sermon in the church. 

Of the hectic scene when excited men y 
and shouting women threw money and 
jewelry into the offering plate to 
liberate her from slavery, Mrs. Hunt 
said she only remembered “people 
weeping” and a remark made to her by 
Mr. Beecher about a rubber comb in 
her hair. The preacher, she said, re- 
moved the comb when he saw it and * 
declared: “Never wear anything in veal 
hair except what God put there.” 

One member of the congregation to- 
day said he was present the morning 
“Pinky” was “sold.” He was J. Hazle- 
ton Cook, 76. 

Mrs. Hunt .was nicknamed “Pinky” 
because of the color of her cheeks as 
a little girl. She came to the attention 
of Mr. Beecher through the efforts of 
her grandmother, who had purchased 
her own freedom but had been unable 
to buy that of her grandchild. Mr. 
Beecher agreed to ‘‘sell her in his 
church.” ‘Two thousand dollars, or 
eleven hundred more than was neces- 
sary to pay her owner, was raised. 
“Pinky’s” real name was Sallie Marta 
Diggs.

‘Moscow Indignation Spreads; 


London’s Agents Are 
Under Guard. 


POLICE BLOCK MARCH 
BY MASS OF STUDENTS 


Miror Injuries Are Suffered by 
Those Attempting to-Reach 
British Building. 


Moscow, Russia, May 15 (By A. P.).— 
The wave of indignation is gathering 


“force in Russia as news of the British 


raid on Soviet house in London spreads 
throughout the union and is finding 


- expression in street demonstrations, edi- 


torial tirades and contributed articles 
taxing the resources of the most 
vitriolic writers and cartoonists. 

The newspapers are filled with reso- 
lutions of protest from scores of work- 
ers’ unions, army units and organized 
bodies of every conceivable sort, de- 
nouncing England, demanding a com- 
mercial boycott and emphasizing the 
Mecessity of Russia being prepared to 
resist by all means British . aggression. 

Meanwhile the government is labor- 
ing on its note setting forth its pro- 
‘posed action, and the note, it is an- 
nounced, soon will be handed to the 
British representative here. 


Police Protect British Mission. 


A great demonstration in Moscow 
yesterday, lasting well into the night, 
developed minor scrimmages with the 
guards when a mass of students and 
workers tried to rush the police lines 
in the neighborhood of the British mis- 
sion. Reinforcements and troops re- 
stored order at the expense of a few 
minor injuries to the demonstrators. 

* For some unexplained reason, the 
Polish mission came in for much of the 
attention of the marchers, who were

While 
deep indignation pervades the mass of 
workers, as evidenced by recent demon- 
strations, the soviet government will 
continue to take measures to safeguard 
the representatives of the country to 
which the union is bound by agree- 
ments, and spare them the indignities 
to which the agents of the greatest 
proletarian republic have been sub- 
jected. 

“The moment has arrived when the 
English government and the _ bour- 
geois circles supporting it must under- 
stand that maintenance of the Anglo- 
Russian ugreement is not less impor- 
tant to England than the soviet union. 
If England refuses to take steps to cor- 
rect the results of the violation of that 
agreement, the only alternative is 
transference of commercial transactions 
elsewhere.”

ANY DEFENDS COAST 
AGAINST FLEET ATTACK 


More Than 120 Naval Craft 
Begin Problem Today 
Off New York. 


WOULD SEIZE NEW YORK 


Special to The Washington Post. 

On Boasd Battleship California, New 
York, May 15.—Tomorrow morning at 
dawn the fleet, which has been en- 
joying the hospitality of the good 
burghers of New York for the past 
fortnight, leaves New York harbor and 
puts to sea to threaten the safety of 
the city whose guest it has been. Its 
plan is to land hostile forces some- 
where on the Atlantic coast and threat- 
en the nation’s greatest city with cap- 
ture and perhaps destruction. 

Of course, it is all a game, or as 
the navy prefers to put it, a problem. 

This problem is to test out the 
soundness of plans for the defense of 
the New England coast froma pos- 
sible enemy. These plans are the com- 
mon property of the army and navy 
and it is the duty of the navy to try 
and find a flaw. It will be the duty 
of the navy, therefore. to try to fool 
the army, which with a small naval 
force, is trying to prevent a landing. 
In theory the problem is to stop the 
enemy fleet, which is represented by a 
great concentration of more than 120 
ships which has wiped the American 
fleet off the seas and is prepared to 
land an invading army. 

An American army, hastily assembled, 
and with the slightést naval support 
consisting of only a few scouts and 
light ships, is trying to prevent a land- 
ing. Likely places are known, of course, 
but it is the duty of the navy to try 
to fool the army and put a force ashore 
large enough to dig in and hold fast 
until reinforcement can arrive and the 
main American army can be engaged 
and defeated, when. the great cities, of 
the East will lie at the enemy’s mercy. 

There will be real work in the air. 
Planes carried by the battleships will 
scout and report the position of the 
army ashore. They may try to mislead 
the army as to the intentions of the 
fleet, but much must be assumed in 
working out problems of this kind. 

Today the whole navy is on its toes. 
Bluejackets everywhere are cleaning 
ship, polishing brasses and making 
everything shipshape for the cruise. Of- 
ficers and men alike are enthusiastic 
over the coming problem and the men 
seem just as keen as the officers.

HIS WIFE, SHE DECLARES 


Trial, Designed to Force Cult 
Into Receivership, Has 
200 Witnesses. 


Benton Harbor, Mich., May 15 (By A. 
P.).—In an attempt to preserve the life 
of his religious colony, Benjamin Pur- 
nell, picturesque 65-year-old “king” of 
the House of David, will go on the wit- 
ness stand in the State’s suit, begin- 
ning here tomorrow, which is designed 
to throw the cult into receivership and 
ultimately bring about its dissolution 

W. J. Barnard, Purnell’s personal at- 
torney, said that his client will take 
the stand some time during the hear- 
ing, along with more than 100 wit- 
nesses, the number the State claims 
to have in readiness. 


Marks First Questioning. 


Appearance of the cult leader on the 
stand will mark the first time he has 
placed himself open to questioning re- 
garding the affairs of his colony, beset 
in recent years by numerous legal con- 
troversies. Purnell did not testify at 
a suit for accounting brought by John 
Hansel and his wife, former members 
of the colony, and neither did he sub- 
mit to questioning when arraigned on 
charges of-criminal assault on. girl 
members of the colony. Each time he 
was borne to the court room in an 
ambulance and carried before the bar 
on a stretcher. 

The State contends that the colony 
poses only as a religious order only as 
a cloak for other practices, and thus 
seeks its dissolution, but colony lead- 
ers declare that the cult is a religious 
organization, not subject to action 
contemplated in the present suit. 

The State, represented chiefly by 
George E. Nichols, who will serve as a 
special prosecutor, promises as its first 
witness a Kentucky woman who claims 
that she is Purnell’s wife, from whom 
he was never divorced. Purnell, who 
served successively as a house painter 
and watchman, was born in Kentucky, 
where he gained a reputation at the 
age of 12 as a “boy preacher.” Plans of 
the defense for combatting this prom- 


rised testimony have not been revealed. 


Depositions Over Country. 


In addition to the 200 witnesses, 
depositions from 15 or 20 former mem- 
bers of the colony, taken in widely 
scattered parts of the country, will be 
introduced. Attorneys for both sides 
have been busy in recent weeks round- 
ing up these documents. 

Nichols will be assisted in the prose- 
cution of the case by W. W. Potter, at- 
torney general of the State; Kit S. 
Clarty, ‘assistant attorney general, and 
George H. Bookwalter, prosecuting at- 
torney of Berrien county, in which the 
colony is located. 

The House of David leader also num- 
bers H. T. DeWhirst. a former Cali- 
fornia supreme court judge, as one of 
his counsel.

P.).—Three heavy earth shocks were 
felt in Belgrade and other parts of 
Jugoslavia this morning.

The houseboy 
was located only a few days ago. 

Miss Mackaye, whose testimony that 
she married Raymond in Maryland in 
1921, has not yet been verified although 
search of records in that State has been 
made, will resume the stand when court 
opens tomorrow afternoon.

LOUIS, 
BUT DOES NOT LAND 


Will Not Change His Plans to 
Enter New York-Paris 
Flight, He Says. 


Chicago, May 15 (By A. P.).—Com- 
mander Francesco de Pinedo, Italian 
world flyer, arrived here from Memphis 
at 2:25 p. m., central standard time, 
this afternoon, landing in Lake Michi- 
gan, at the Chicago Yacht club, where 
a crowd of several thousand persons 
had waited since early morning to 
greet him. 

As the four-continent adventurer 
stepped from his plane he was greeted 
by the “black shirts” of Italy’s fascisti, 
scores of Chicago fascists giving him 
their salute as he approached the 
crowd. The police were forced to form 
@ guard around the commander to 
penetrate the thousands of curious who 
jammed their way up for a close view 
of the flier. 


Meets Heavy Winds. 


The fascists joined the police as an 
escort for De Pinedo and it was not 
without difficulty that they walked to 
automobiles which took the flier and 
the reception committee to the Chicago 
Athletic club, where De Pinedo will 
make his headquarters’ while in the 
city. He will stay here overnight, tak- 
ing off some time tomorrow for the 
East, if weather conditions are favor- 
able. 

De Pinedo took off from Memphis, 
Tenn., where he passed last night, at 
6:15 today, and,said he encountered 
heavy’ winds throughout the flight. He 
altered his plans last night and instead 
of alighting at St. Louis merely cir- 
cled over the city a few times, leaving 
there at 10:08 for Chicago. 

Arriving here later than expected, 
the flier abandoned part of his pro- 
gram prepared here and will not visit 
the Great Lakes naval training station. 
He was guest at a banquet tonight at 
which he received a silk American flag 
from the Chicago Federal officials. 

Greeted By - Officials. 

Anthony Czarnecki, collector of cus- 
toms; Bernard Barassa, assistant cor- 
poration counsel and representative of 
the mayor; Col. G. A. Hall, district com- 
mander of the army air service, and 
other officers greeted the flier. The 
naval planes flew out to escort. his 
plane to the landing place. 

De Pinedo plans to place wreaths 
upon the statues of Lincoln and Gari- 
baldi, which stand in Lincoln park. 

Commander de Pinedo does not in- 
tend to alter his plans to attempt a 
New York-Paris flight. He plans on 
leaving .Chicago tomorrow for Mon- 
treal. He will leave the American coast 
from Newfoundland, with the Azore 
islands as his destination, 

After several informal but enthusias- 


tic receptions de Pinedo was taken by» 


Italian Consul Zunini and Collector 
Czarnecki to visit Cardinal Mundelein. 
The prelate talked with the airman 
about his adventures, complimented 
him on his prowess and prayed for his 
further success on the return trip to 
Italy. 

De Pinedo was then allowed time to 
warm up after his flight through the 
cold, foggy air from Memphis. before 
the banquet given at the Palmer house 
tonight. The flyer said he had had no 
difficulty in finding Chicago, but was 
forced to lose more than an hour in 
bucking the headwinds.

Two Roulette Wheels Found 
Operating in New York 
Apartment Hotel. 


SOCIETY MEN PRISONERS 


Special to The Washington Post. 
New York, May 15.—Seven prisoners, 
all men of substantial and prosperous 


appearance, were arraigned today as 
“common gamblers” in West Side court 
following a raid early this morning 
upon the most expensive and elaborate 
gambling establishment exposed by the 
New York police in recent years. 

The raid was conducted by order of 
the new police commissioner, Joseph 
Warren, after the receipt of a letter by 
Mayor Walker from an anonymous 
writer who alleged he had lost $25,000 
over a roulette table in an apartment 
in the Briarfield apartm-1t hotel in 
West Eighty-third street. 

When Inspector Lewis Valentine and 
a squad of headquarters detectives en- 
tered a luxurious apartment on the 
fifteenth floor of the hotel, they say 
they found a half dozen smartly gowned 
and bejeweled women clustered about 
a table on which rested a richly inlaid 
and jeweled roulette wheel. 

Some 15 sleekly groomed men 
crowded around another table, support- 
irg a similarly ornamented wheel of 
chance. A third costly roulette wheel 
in the place was not in operation. 

The raiders seized bills totaling $3,100, 
which they found scattered over the 
gaming: tables. In an exquisitely ap- 
pointed serving room, adjoining the 
chamber devoted to play, there were | 
cold chicken, cold turkey, cold lobster, | 
champagne ‘and twelve unopened bot- 
tles of excellent Scotch whisky. 

All those found in the place were 
taken into custody and questioned for 
more than four hours by Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Ryan. Then the women 
and some of the men were freed. %ev- 
eral are said to be prominent in so- 
ciety, but the police refused to reveal 
identities except of the seven men held. 

Lawrence J. Tobin, 41, formerly of 
Boston and alleged to be the proprietor, 
ahd ‘six of his alleged “game keepers.” 
who. described themselvés variously as 
brokers, realty operators and salesmen, 
were released in $500 bail each for trial 
Thursday.

William Powell 
plays the cruel and rascally Olivero who 
steals the Hernandez cattle, and James 
Hall is his handsome cousin, who 
doesn’t like that kind of thing, and 
falls in love with the visiting heroine 
in a moment when she has abandoned 
her wispy mustache to go swimming. 
Of course, he can’t recognize her as 
long as she keeps it on, along with the 
other parts of her dashing male attire, 
and in the end he compels her to fight 
him. There is a lot of good comedy 
cf the intentional kind, and the ro- 
mantic parts are ridiculous, too, so 
what more can you ask?

tions both add and attract. The en- 
tire program is innoculated with a 


punch that puts it in the first rank 
and knocks out all others from com- 
petition. 

“Knockout Reilly” is, as it implies, 
a story of a prize-fighter, and it is al- 
most entirely a story of the ring. The 
essential points of the theme, even to 
the finest details, are closely connected 
with the ring and its fighters, so much 
so that at times the perfect unity of 
plot and action threatens to make the 
picture dull, This fatal eatastrophe is 
averted only by the fact that, true to 
the versatility of its costars, the 
theme ranges over the long gamut of 
human emotions; lightly and deftly 
handling ‘comedy, tenderly brushing 
tragedy, sorrow and despair. - Withal it 
manages to be true to life and at the 
same time remains completely without 
the sphere of humdrum human exis- 
tence. 

The characterizations are ~ extremely 
marked and distinct. 
heroic—an honest, hard-working fellow 
in love with a cabaret dancer, the sis- 
ter of a pugilist. Dix, as Reilly, knocks 
out Agerra, a favorite prize-fighter, 
when he insults Mary Malone, 
dancer, and thus incurs his enmity— 
and supplies the motive of the story. 


Agerra is a most despicable villain, |, 


being not only crafty but also coward- 
ly. He tricks and beats Reilly in an 
unfair fight, and with the help of a 
ready bodyguard of “framers” spends 
the rest of the picture framing Reilly. 
But yight is might, and Reilly finally 
comes into his own with a flourish. 
The thread that bears the weight of 
the slender plot is Reilly’s desire for 
revenge. The theme admittedly is 
neither very new nor very striking but 
its spirit is infectious—it sweeps its 
audience with it to the depths and to 
the heights that it reaches. Granting 
it all that is its due—not a little— 
still only fight fans will speak of it as 
the “epic” of the ring, and in other 
exaggerated terms; the rest of us admit 
it is as good as any of its kind, and 
better than most. 

The acting is, as it were, personal. 
Dix is himself at his best, letting his 
flate for humor wander freely; Mary 
Brian is extremely captivating, radiat- 
ing beauty and personality to such a 
high degree that it is difficult to keep 
one’s frail mental cognizance on: her 
excellent acting. Jack Renault is es- 
pecially skilled in his art of villainy.

“Secrets of the Soul,” the new U. F. A.

is true thoughtfulness. The result is 
a picture that no thinking person 
should miss. 

The Motion Picture Guild has boen 
boasting of the possibilities of the cam- 
era. This picture should convince any 
skeptic that the films are no longer in 


their infancy: This if a great picture, 
and the reason for it is simple. There 
is a great mind behind it. The theme 
deals with psychoanalysis, and the as- 
surance that this is no fooling comes 
from the fact that it is based on ma- 
terial of Dr. Sigmund Freud, the re- 
nowned psychologist. 

The possibilities of the camera are 
demonstrated in this picture by the re- 
markable photography of certain se- 
quences and the truly astounding way 
in which the picture makes a deep sub- 
ject clearer than any number of text- 
books could. But beyond this there are 
several things which can be understood 
by an initiate or psychiatrist alone— 
the picture is packed with symbolism, 
some of it later explained, but a great 
deal of 1t that would bring on the law 
if every one could catch the signifi- 
cances.

STEPS TAKEN-T0 CHECK 
OVERPRODUCTION OF OIL 


Freight Loadings Again Begin 
to Ascend; Textiles Spotty; 
Retail Trade Is Fair. 


New York, May 15 (By the Associ- 
ated Press).—General business condi- 
tions last week continued to embrace 
both favorable and unfavorable factors, 
with the former on’ the stronger side 
of the balance. The Mississippi valley 
flood, with its widespread damage to 
railroad, industrial and agricultural 
properties was still an item to be con- 
sidered seriously, but nevertheless, the 
business of the country is on too broad 
& base to be seriously affected as a 
whole. 

A concrete step toward counteracting 
the evil of’ overproduction of crude oil, 
in the agreement by nine important 
producers to cease drilling in the Semi- 
nole field for two weeks, and the ap- 
pointment of Ray H. Collins as a “czar” 
over the district, lent new confidence to 
the petroleum trade. However, it is 
agreed that the problem of flood out- 
put is not restricted to the Oklahoma 
area, and important executives in the 
industry are giving the situation a 
broad survey with the avowed inten- 
tion of formulating, if possible, some 
plan to relieve the oil business of its 
present crisis. The steps to be taken 
are in the hands of a committee of 
five, who expect to work with the Fed- 
eral oil reservation board, which has 
agreed to give every proper assistance. 

The steel industry was operating on 
a reduced scale, due to the usual sc2a- 
sonal decline in that branch of busi- 
ness. A reduction in unfilled orders 
amounted to 97,000 tons, more than

Irregularity in Motor Trade. 


Reports from the motor trade indi- 
cated further irregularities, numerous 
plants showing increased operations 
while various others were operating on 
a lesser scale. May production on the 
whole tended downward from the peak 
of April. 

Textiles were again spotty, cotton 
goods manufacturing forging ahead 
while other branches were quiet or in- 
clined to move in a reactionary man- 
ner. Retail trade was reported as 
wholly satisfactory, except in districts 
affected by storms and high waters, 
with chain store sales making by far 
the best showing. 

Crops again reflected flood condi- 
tions, as well as damage caused by tor- 
nadoes in the middle West. The Hes- 
sian fly has appeared in Kansas wheat 
fields and insufficient moisture in the 
panhandle of Texas has set crops back 
in that section. Grain prices, in con- 
sequence, were at “the highest level 
of the month. 


Continued Easy Money Rates. 


Credit displayed no hardening ten- 
dencies, and a number of developments 
were considered significant of con- 
tinued éasy money rates. New York 
city corporate stock and bonds amount- 
ing to $60,000,000 were sold at the low- 
est rate the city has secured in eight- 
een years. Several major bond issues 
were promptly absorbed at good prices, 
and Secretary Mellon’s calling of the 
second Liberty loan was regarded as 
a comforting token, 

Bank clearings in the leading finan- 
cial centers gained over the correspond- 
ing week of 1926, but fell off about 14 
per cent from the week before. 


Wholesale Prices 
Declined in April 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Wholesale prices of commodities 
showed a further decline during April, 
the Labor Department announced yes- 
terday, the weighted index number to 
404 representing articles registering 
144.2 as against 145.3 for March, a de- 
cline of three-fourths of 1 per cent. 

Big reductions in prices of crude 
petroleum, petroleum products and an- 
thracite coal caused'a decline in the 
fuel group of 4% per cent. Building 
materials decreased 1 per cént and 
minor decreases took place in metals 
and miscellaneous commodities. Slight 
advances were shown by farm products, 
foods, clothing materials and chemi- 
cals and drugs.

TRADING IS RATHER DULL 


New York, May 15 (By the Associ- 
ated Press) —Last week was replete 


with developments which Wall street 
regarded as indicative of an indefinite 
continuation of the present era of 
easy money, and while trading in the 
bond market was of a spiritless order, 
prices in the main moved slowly up- 
ward. 

The week -began with an important 
event which was deemed in most 
quarters as reliably barometrical of 
the credit situation. Secretary Mel- 
lon’s action in calling the outstand- 


gued, would hardly have been taken 
had the Treasury Department felt any 
misgivings .over the outloolek in the 
money market. While Getailed plans 
of the refunding of the bonds was not 
forthcoming, belief was general that 
they would prove wholly constructive, 
and result in a substantial saving to 
the government in interest charges. 
Sale of $60,000,000 New York city 
corporate stock and bonds on a 3.936 
per cent basis, the lowest rate obtained 
by the municipality in eighteen years, 
also was considered as having consider- 
able bearing on the immediate future 
of credit. Incidentally, it was interest- 
ing to note that the city made a profit 
of $729,443 in its premium on the’ 
bonds, which sold close to a point over 


Prompt oversubscription of two major 
issues of new bonds indicated the con- 
tinued presence of a large volume of 
money seeking investment. These of- 
ferings were the $48,000,000 Chesapeake 
corporation 5s, issued in connection 
with the organization of a holding com- 
pany for the Chesapeake & Ohio rail- 
road stock held by the “Nickel Plate” 
and the Vaness Co., and the $50,000,000 
Erie Railroad Refunding and Improve- 
ment 5s. The Chesapeake issues, listed 
immediately on the New York Stock Ex- 
change, leaped into popularity, nearly 
$3,000,000 of them changing hands in 
the first two days at prices ranging 
from two to three points above the of- 
fering price of 94. 

The appearance of the Erie lien was 
regarded as a step in the re-formation 
of the cumbersome financial structure 
of the road. The proceeds are to be 
used in liquidating the company’s debt 
to the government, growing out of the 
period of Federal control, and the en- 
tire floating debt of the Erie. It will 
result in a material saving in interest 
charges and consolidate the road’s ob- 
ligations. 

New issues forthcoming attracted less 
attention than in other recent weeks, 
largely because no particularly large of-° 
ferings are in immediate prospect, al- 
though a large number of relatively 
small loans are in the process of nego- 
tiation. The long-heralded $80,000,000 
advance to Poland seemed to have 
dropped out of sight during the week, 
following reports from London in the 
weck before that it had fallen through 
in the last minute. The $50,000,000 
“mystery issue,” which, rumor said, 
would be brought out by a large indus- 
trial corporation, was revealed to be the 
$48,000,000 bonds of the Van Swerin- 
gens’ new holding company. 

Thanks to the Erie and Chesapeake 
issues, last week’s new offerings were in 
exceptionally large volume, reaching a 
total of about $233,000,000, as against 
approximately $121,000,000 in the pre- 
ceding week, and around $90,000,000 in 
the corresponding period of the year be- 
fore.

* BUILDING CONSTRUCTION OUTLOOK. 


»The national industrial conference can not 
solve the ‘“‘business enigma of 1927 because of 
the unprecedented economic conditions pre- 
vailing,” and the riddle will be the,subject of 

study and discussion at the annual session of 
‘the organization when it assembles in New 
York next Thursday. The trouble appears to 
_be that all the charts, indexes and other devices 
far figuring out the future course of business 
trends seem to have “gone blooey,” and the 
board’s research staff has been unable “to 
throw light on the many novel, intricate and 
often obscure problem$ which have made ob- 
solete many of the accustomed statistical meas- 
ures of business activity and trade.” 

‘Magnus W. Alexander, president of the con- 

' ference board, finds that “stabilization has 
' ‘come unexpectedly. Gradually rising activity 
with only minor fluctuations has been the 
' characteristic of industrial production during 
' the past three years with, on the whole, high 
> wage earnings and declining living costs.”

April was the 
third consecutive month without a change in 
the average wages in the building trades, and 
the second month during which prices failed to 
show perceptible fluctuation. May, 1926, was 
the only month in which the wage average has 
been higher during recent years than it has 
been during the last three months. 

“Now that we have achieved in America a 
degree of stabilized growth,” adds Mr. Alex- 
ander, “we should find it within our power to 
dispel ignorance and fear, the chief factors of 
mischief formerly responsible for that ephem- 
eral miscreant, the so-called business cycle.” 


A MASTER PLAN FOR CITIES. 


The American City Planning institute is 
recommending the general adoption of seven 


restrictions regarding the laying out of sub-| 


divisions., Primarily, it asks that State en- 
abling acts be passed delegating to cities and 
other political subdivisions the authority to 
prepare plans and to approve subdivisions, 
under which a master iplan should be drawn up 
showing the location of. main thoroughfares, 
containing recommendations for open spaces 
and designating land areas for specific uses. 
In addition it would place the control of the 
platting of subdivisions in a local planning 
commission, an appointive, nonpolitical board 
serving without compensation. The master 
plan should extend beyond corporate limits to 
all areas in which the city eventually will ex- 
pand. The commission should have authority 
among other things to designate street widths 
and building heights; and should have the 
power to make certain that park and recrea- 


_tional spaces are included in the master plan. 


This is an ambitious program, but one which 
in its essentials must be adopted for the cities 
of the future. The fact is overlooked too often 
that today’s subdivision becomes the congested 
area of tomorrow. Subdividers, working on 
the outskirts of municipalities, do as they 
please. The average operator is concerned 
only with how many lots he can crowd into 
his acreage. . 

Practically every city in the United States is 
pushing against its boundaries, and as popula- 
tion increases the condition will become more 
apparent. It would be a fine thing if the pro- 
gram contemplated by the institute could be 
enacted into law in all of the States. 


REFORESTATION IN NEW YORK. 


Chautauqua, the extreme western county of 
New York State, is said to be the first in the 
country to adopt a real forestry policy on a 
scientific basis. During the last eight years 
individuals and groups of the citizens have 
planted 684,000 trees, which were furnished 
by the nurseries maintained by the New York 
State conservation commission. Recently 
James E. Davis, of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, was selected by the board of supervisors 
to serve as county forester and to promote ef- 
fective forestry throughout the county. 

There are estimated to be 120,000 acres of 
woodlands in Chautauqua, and it is proposed to 
increase this acreage by 150,000 acres of re- 
forested lands. The county forester will have 
general charge of the entire tract. There are 
numerous reasons for selecting this particular 
division of the State of New York for the ex- 
periment in reforestation. Primarily the topog- 
raphy is ideal. The lands were originally 
completely wooded, and the soil appears to be 
particularly well adapted to the growth of 
hardwoods, as well as conifers. 

Within the last few years Jamestown, the 
principal city of the county, which is located at 
the head of Chautauqua lake, has developed a 
yery large furniture manufacturing industry, 
especially in the line of chair making. There 
is an excellent market for hardwoods at satis- 
factory prices. The city of Erie, across the 
line in Pennsylvania, is an excellent market for 
hemlock, spruce and other woods adapted to 
paper making, as the pulp mills of Erie are 
enormous users of such timber. Besides, Chau- 
tauqua county has several thousand acres de- 


voted to grape growing and the vineyards re- 


quire more than half a million grape stakes 
annually, as well as thousands of crates and 
boxes in which the fruit is shipped to market. 

But it will require many years before the 
timber crops can be harvested, and under ordi- 
nary circumstances the length of time between 
“seed time and harvest’? would make timber 
culture in New York even more precarious than 
wheat growing in North Dakota. However, 
the people of Chautauqua have the cordial sup- 
port of the State college of agriculture, the 
Erie and New York Central railroads, and some 
sixty organizations in helping to finance the 
county forester. The Department of Agricul- 
ture is lending all possible aid and encourage- 
ment in behalf of the experiment. 


BETTER LEAVE HIM ALONE, 


Many a youth has ere now learned to his cost 
what it means to engage in-a wordy warfare 
with a professor in the classroom. Authority 
generally manages to have the last word and, 
in addition, is in a position to.inflict dire pains 
and penalties for insubordination, whether 
real or imaginary. Outside the lecture hall, 
however, the professor is often regarded as 
fair game and as a man that may be tackled 
with impunity. A recent event, or series of 
events, shows pretty clearly that this estimate 
of the probabilities is liable occasionally to go 
awry. 

In Newark, N. J., there resides in suburban 
felicity a professor, who is also a dean. He 
has attained the good round age of 72, but he 
has apparently retained much of the bodily 
vigor and elasticity of his prime. As recently 
as six years ago he led an expedition through 
the wilds of South America, and returned with 
his health and strength unimpaired. .In his 
leisure moments he, like so many of the phil- 


-osophers, is addicted to horticultural pursuits. 


In his garden are some grapevines and one 
evening last week he came’ upon a sturdy 
youth who was stealing the posts which-sup- 
port the vines. This was more than flesh and 
blood could bear, and the professor, despite 
his years, flung himself upon the offender and 
threw him to the ground. Dismayed by the 
suddenness and fierceness of the attack, the 
would-be thief wrenched himself away and 
made a dash for freedom, with the ancient 
horticulturist hot upon his trail. Meeting a 
peddler’s horse and wagon standing at the

There is no 
allegation that he himself used any of this po- 
tent concoction, for it was not necessary, but 
any future trespasser on his premises would-be 
well advised to try a shot or two of it in ad- 
vance, - 
The moral, if there be one, is that profes- 
sors, even when absent from the groves of 
Academe, are best left unmolested. 


THE OYSTER’S FRIEND. 

If there ever was any reason for alarm over 
the possibility of an “adulterated oyster’ find- 
ing his way into an oyster stew far away from 
his home and mother—in Puyallup, Idaho, or 
Medicine Lodge, Kans., for instance—that 
alarm has been dissipated by Secretary Jar- 
dine, the oyster’s guardian and friend. ' 

One would think that in the matter of the 
transportation of oysters the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, the fish commission, or the 
public health service would get onto the job 
But it should be remembered that bivalves of 
the oyster family are “planted.” Ergo, the 
bureau of plant industry naturally must keep 
its eyes open for the result of the “planting.” 
Besides, the Department of Agriculture is 
specifically charged with the duty of enforcing 
the pure food and drug act. Oysters are cer- 
tainly food, and sometimes they are a drug 
on the market. 

Under such circumstances it would be fool- 
ish to express surprise over the announcement 
from the department that “rumors that the 
Department of Agriculture will not enforce 
the law prohibiting interstate shipment of 
adulterated oysters are without foundation.” 
And as still further assurance that the depart- 
ment is on the qui vive in this connection it is 
further made known that Secretary Jardine 
has issued a statement to growers, shippers 
and dealers in order to remove any misunder- 
standing which may exist. 

It is explained for the benefit of the un- 
initiated that oysters taken from salt water 
and placed on floats in relatively fresh water, 
“take up large quantities of water which is 
incorporated inthe meats.” Such oysters, ac- 
cording to the experts of the department, are 
considered adulterated, and the law prescribes 
penalties for interstate shipment of such 
gorged bivalves. Also it is against the law to 
ship “‘shucked” oysters which have been ‘“‘fat- 
tened’”’ by allowing them to fill up on fresh 
water. 

Shaking a @varning finger at shippers, deal- 
ers and receivers of such oysters, and calling 
their attention to the penalties made and pro- 
vided, Secretary Jardine appeals to the oyster 
producing, shucking and distributing industry 
to aid him in keeping adulterated oysters from 
entering interstate commerce. Fresh water, 
or even milk, may be used to convert a raw 
oyster into a stew, but he must not be fed 
milk or water prior to arrival at his final 
destination. 


“COST OF PRODUCTION.” 


The Swiss and Swedish delegates to the in- 
ternational economic conference at Geneva 
have demanded that the conference shall ex- 
plicitly condemn the practice of certain coun- 
tries, including the United States, in scruti- 
nizing the books of manufacturers and ex- 
porters in order to ascertain costs of pro- 
duction. The United States tariff law re- 
quires commercial attaches abroad to exam- 
ine books of producers and to take other 
steps to ascertain production costs, upon 
which ad valorem, duties are based. Both 
Switzerland and Sweden have refused to com- 
ply with the American demands in this direc- 
tion. 

The American delegates at Geneva have 
given notice that they will resist the attempt 
to have the conference put an end to the prac- 
tice. In following this course the Americans 
are acting in dccordance with the plain pro- 
visions of the tariff law, and they can not 
concede to any international authority the 
right to put a stop to inquiries into produc- 
tion costs, The American tariff can not be 
administered equitably if foreign production 
costs are kept from the knowledge of the 
collectors. 

It can not be denied, however, that ‘‘cost 
of production” is such an elusive and vari- 
able factor, even when it can be exactly as- 
certained, that the application of ad valorem 
duties based upon this cost is an extremely 
difficult operation. Costs differ in different 
countries, while the tariff on a_ particular 
product is the same, without regard to ori- 
gin. Many economists and legislators have 
reached the conclusion that the basis of the 
tariff should be, not the foreign cost of pro- 
duction but the “American valuation,” or the 
price of a foreign article actually offered for 
sale in the United States. The foreign cost 
of production is an incalculable figure in many 
cases, and it varies in different countries; but 
the “American valuation” is a figure easily 
and accurately ascertained, and a duty based 
upon it applies equitably to all sources of 
origin. It then becomes the concern of the 
foreign producer and exporter to look after 
their own costs in competition with other for- 
eigners entering the American market. The 
concern of the American tariff would be to 
protect the domestic product against a flood 
of similar foreign products, no matter what 
the cost of production may be in either case.

EAR Viola Paris: My face has 

been quite a worry to me of late, 
skin. Before retiring at night, I wash 
my face thoroughly with soap and rinse 
cream it, and apply rosewater. Will 
you advise me as to why my pores are 


so large and why blackheads appear on | 


my face? MERRY. 
Answer—The trouble must be either 
that you are not taking just the right 
measures for your skin, or you are not 
taking proper care of your 
health, or perhaps both causes con- 
tribute to the _ difficulty. If your 
routine at bedtime is followed in the 
order you have mentioned, then I think 
it is mistaken. If you are going to use 
cream for cleansing, use it before soap 
and water, and not afterward. Instead 
of a heavy cold cream, I would suggest 
@ light cleansing oil or lotion. The 
soap that you mention in your letter 
would be all right for your bath and 
hands, but I would rather see you use 
a finer soap on your face. Use warm 
water, rinsing with cold water. If you 
should apply rosewater after cold 
cream, it would not have much, if any, 
effect, because the cream would have 
formed a film over the skin. However,

Dear Viola Paris: My skin’is sun- 
burnt from last summer. I should like 
to Know what to do for it. The pores 
on my nose are large. Is there some- 
thing I can do? : 

Answer—For enlarged pores, please 
see the foregoing replies. 

To keep sunburn for almost a year 
is rather a chronic state, and I am not 
sure that the ordinary bleach would 
have much apparent effect. If the tone 
that your skin has acquired is becom- 
ing, I can perhaps comfort you, by say- 
ing the sunburnt effect is very chic 
and is being very much sought after by 
many Parisiennes. However, if you 
want to bleach your skin, it would help 
Matters to rub it once a day with a cut 
lemon. Also apply at night a bleach 
cream or lotion. Be sure to choose one 
that is made by a reputable specialist. 


Answer to J. S. R.: In the main 1 
think that the routine you have de- 
scribed to me is quite good. The tissue 
cream should be reserved for night use 
and should not be used during the day. 
Even so, it would not be necessary to 
apply it more than two or three times 
a week. If you feel that it has any 
tendency to irritate your skin, wipe off 
the surplus after using it. You can 
use this same tissue cream, leaving it 
on rather thickly for lines around the 
eyes. It is not necessary to use mas- 
sage, but just spread it on gently. If 
you are careful about your diet and 
choose preparations that suit your skin, 
you ought not to have any eruptions or 
bumps. What suits one skin very often 
may not be good for another.

Jones, of Yale. 


EW YORK, May 15 (By A. P.).— 

Tad Jones, head football coach 

at Yale, today announced ac- 
ceptance by ten leading Eastern col- 
leges of his plan for selection of one 
man as dictator to appoint officials 
for the more important grid contests. 

The man for the position was not 
designated, but is to be named by 
Jones probably within a week. 

Jones, as spokesman, announced the 
action after-a conference at the Yale 
club at which were represented Yale, 
Harvard, Princeton, Army, Navy, Co- 
lumbia, Pennsylvania, Cornell, Brown 
and Dartmouth. 

Besides agreeing to recognize the 
euthority of the dictator over all games 
themselves, the ten institutions decided 
to ask their other opponents likewise 
to accept his appointments. It was 
estimated that approximately 50 col- 
leges would come under the jurisdic- 
tion of the dictator, if all schedule 
mates of the ten accepted. 


By investing power of appoint- 
ing officials in one man, the ten 
representatives felt much would be 
done to reduce any feeling of 

_ obligation a referee might be in- 
clined to have toward the coach 
or college official who obtained his 
appointment. 


Conceiving the idea, Jones said, he 
asked football men whom he knew per- 
sonally at other colleges to join him in 
considering the plan. The group of 
ten, he emphasized, formed merely a 
nucleus to get the plan started. 

After the dictator is chosen he is to 
meet with representatives of the ten 
to determine a list of eligible officials. 
The latter meeting will be held in con- 
nection with the annual conference of 
the national board of football officials 
in New York May 26. 


‘Dictator’ Long in Vogue 
Among Western Colleges 


Chicago, May 15 (By A. P.).—The 
acceptance by an Eastern “Big Ten” of 
a “dictator” to pick officials for im- 
portant footbali games follows a similar 
plan in use for many years in the West- 
ern conference, pioneer university 
organization, except that a triumvirate 
of faculty members selects these offi- 
cials for the Western Big Ten. 

The Western conference also has had 
for years a commissioner of athletics, 
Maj. John L. Griffith, but his duties 
ure largely to act as supervisor of 
eligibility standards and to serve as a 
clearing house for exchange: of corre- 
spondence relating to athletics between 
the conference universities. — 

Football officials for Western confer- 
ence games are chosen from an 
accredited list by Profs. Ralph W. 
Aigler, of Michigan; James Paige, of 
Minnesota, and Omar Long, of North- 
western,

commissioner soon after the selection 
of Kenesaw M. Landis as baseball 
dictator set the fashion of “one-man” 
control of sports.

ONG BEACH. N. Y.. May 15 (By A 
P.).—Displaying traditional speed 
and stamina of the _ aborigine, 

Chief -Quanowahu, 26-year-old Hopi 
Indian runner from Manuelito, N. Mex., 
outfooted a field of the country’s fore- 
most distance men today to capture the 
New York to Long Beach marathon. 

While two of his tribesmen were 
forced out of the race by blistered feet 
and a third distanced, the sturdy little 
Indian fought and won a stirring duel 
with Albert (Whitey) Michelsen, the 
Stamford, Conn., plumber. After see- 
sawing with Michelsen for the lead over 
the last 10 miles, Chief Quanowahu 
drew away in the final stretch of con- 
crete road to win from Michelsen by 
nearly 150 yards. 

Less than 26 seconds separated the 
choppy-striding little Indian and the 
loping. long-limbed Michelsen at the 
finish. It might have been even closer 
had not an electric train held up 
Michelsen at a crossing a few miles 
from tne finish and cost him at least 
100 yards of valuable ground, 


The Indian, however, seemed to 
have plenty in reserve. He fin,shed 
strongly and might have lengthened 
his margin had he sprinted. His 
time was 2 hours 47 minutes 43 1-5 
seconds for the regulation mara- 
thon distance of 26 miles 385 yards.

In 1925 sales reached a record figure 
of $47,000,000. This compared with 
earnings of $29,000,000 reported back in 
1919 and 1921. 1926 earnings were 
within 3 per cent of 1925 records, Net 
income after all charges, last year, 
amounted to $6,760,639, this sum being 
equal to $6.14 per share on the class A 
stock and $4.51 per share on the class 
B stock after allowing for the priority 
of the class A shares. ,In 1925 per share 
earnings were $5.52 on the class A issue 
and $4.05 on the class B.

OILS HOLD FAIRLY WELL 


New York, May 15 (By the Associated 
Press).—-Prices in the curb market last 
week moved upward on a broad scale, 
with a few outstanding exceptions. In 
some cases fluctuations were rather vio- 
lent and due to considerations favoring 
individual stocks. 

Public utilities, as a group, continued 
to be active, several issues being accu- 
mulated in ‘huge volume and some of 
them attaining new high record prices. 
A prosperous outlook, talk of merger 


possibilities and recapitalization plans 
were in the main responsible for the 
advance in this division. 

Motors were relatively quiet with 
prices little changed from last week- 
end. Tire shares, however, moved up 
briskly, Goodyear presumably on nego- 
tiations to settle current litigation and 
Firestone on reports of heavy produc- 
tion. 

Among specialties usually inactive, 

which swept into prominence were 
stocks of some of the publishing houses 
and packing company shares. Swift 
International, in particular, was in de- 
mand late in the week on reports of a 
settlement of the Argentine meat war. 
Radio issues were inclined to heaviness, 
probably because the slack season is at 
hand. 
Oils held up fairly well in view of 
negotiations to eliminate the menace of 
overproduction. Food shares were 
freely bought, including the stocks of 
baking concerns and restaurant organi- 
zations. Retail merchandising issues 
were popular. 

A half dozen new issues admitted to 
trading included common stock end 
rights of the South Porto Rico Sugar 
Co., bonds of the Empire Oil & Refining

Output of Beet Sugar

The beet sugar production during 
1926 fell short of the production in 
1925, according to a release from the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture yesterday. Only 897,000) short tons 
were produced in 1926, as compared 
with 913,000 in 1925. 


There has been a steady decrease in 
the production the last few years, ac- 
cording to the report. In 1924 1,090,000 
short tons were produced. Nearly 40 
per cent of the beets were grown in 
Colorado, 13 per cent in Nebraska, 11 
per cent in Michigan, and about 1 per 
cent imported from Ontario, Canadgq. 
Drought and insect pests caused heavy 
abandonment of acreage in Utah and 
Idaho during the year.

European Policies Since Peace 
Treaty to Be Stressed 
in Lecture, 


Williamstown, Mass., May 15 (By A, 
P.).—A study of the situations in China, 
Mexico and South America, and the 
questions of international debts, will 


mark the work of the seventh anniial 
session of the Institute of Politics, Dr.

women. Miss Gillett was one of these 
époch makers.

Per Capita Contribution Rate 
of Citizens Shown 
as 16 Cents. 


With only $12,637 needed to wipe out 
the deficit between the amount in hand 
and the fund necessary to assure an 


immediate start on the District war 
memorial, officials of the memorial 
campaign, which came to a formal close 
last Monday, announced last night 
that an intensive effort will be made 
this week to procure the needed bal- 
ance, and on Wednesday all Washing- 
tonians who so far have not con- 
tributed to the memorial will be urged 
to do so by sending in $1. 


Wednesday has been designated “dol- 
_‘ar day,” with the thought in mind 
| that if a sufficient number of the thou- 
|'sands of Washingtonians who have not 
| yet subscribed will donate this amount, 
| the memorial’s immediate erection will 
be assured, and work preparatory to 
laying the cornerstone can begin. 

At the same time, the men and 
women who have worked in the cam- 
paign voluntarily and wunceasingly 
since it started two wecks ago today, 
will continue their efforts to bring in 
the needed amount. But the freely 
given contributions of Washingtonians 
who so far have not contributed is 
what the campaign workers are count- 
ing on to put them over the top. 

Gifts Per Capita,Low. 

Thousands of Washingtonians al- 
ready have subscribed, although the ex- 
act number has not been tabulated. 
But with its population of more than 
500,000, campaign leaders emphasized 
the fact last night that the per capifa 
subscription from Washington has 
been low, amounting approximately to 
only 28 and a fraction cents. This is 
taking into consideration the cam- 
paign last year, which netted $60,000, 
but many of the subscribers last year 
also have contributed this year. If 
this year’s campaign is taken alone, 
Washington’s per capita subscription is 
only 16 and a fraction cents. 

This shows, it was pointed out last 
night,, that the amount so far raised 
has been given by a comparatively few 
people in the Capital, although the 
memorial will stand for Washington's 
love and reverence for those of her 
men and women who. died in the 
world war. The nature of the memorial, 
together with the fact that Congress 
authorized its erection through publie 
subscription, makes it imperative, it 
was stated, that the contributions come 
from as many donors as possible 

The school children were asked to 
contribute 5 cents each to the me- 
morial, it was “tated, and their re- 
sponse showed a per capita contribu- 
tion exceeding that amount. It was 
with the thought that an appeal di- 
rected to all the people for $1 each 
will bring in the balance remaining, 
that the -plan for “dollar day” on 
Wednesday was decided upon, it was 
stated.
